will and practice. 

When you are dull, apathetic, unenthusiastic, your 
senses are not open impressions. Nothing strikes you 
hard enough leave impression. Result—a slack mem- 
ory. 

When you are one those objectless, motiveless in- 
dividuals who take pleasure their work—your mem- 
ory can’t the brilliant sort. 

When your health poor—your blood too thin move 
your thought mill, you complain forgetfulness. 

When engaged certain pursuits where one faculty 
used overused, the exclusion others, the mem- 
ory lobe the brain may fallow and inactive. “Dear 
me,” you say, “how things slip mind.”

you have considerable leisure and are fond read- 
ing, each day commit memory line poetry, 
some aphorism, epigram joke.

your efforts memorize have enriched your mind. Some 
might even think you prodigy. 

When your whole brain acts like balky horse, and 
memory suffers with the rest it, the only thing 
call halt and rest. Overwork always results 
poor memory. you try memorize too much you 
forget more than you can remember. 

you let every little disappointment settle your 
heart your temper, your memory will less recept- 
ive and less retentive. pleasant mental attitude will 
help you all around. 

not try become memory marvel. Because some 
people can repeat verbatim whole chapters books they 
have read, don’t expect that you can the same. Per- 
haps you could with practice, but you need some your 
time develop other faculties. Memory prodigies sel- 
dom make their mark great thinkers. 

Don’t read too much. much better read little 
the best, and select few facts for your memory tab- 
let, than wade through jungles and morasses reading 
mater without any definite impressions the end. This 
old, old advice, but it’s good for you the poor 


memory.

That weak-minded children taught the Montessori 
method are able pass examination reading and 
writing with normal children; that the smallest young- 
sters learn write marvellously short time and 
into frenzy delight when they find they have mas- 
tered the art: and that the teacher plays entirely new 
role the direction school: These are notable facts 
reported with regard the educational system Dr. 
Maria Montessori, the Italian physician teacher, 
whose experiments have aroused great interest this 
country. 

bulletin just issued for free distribution, the 
United States Bureau Education seeks make con- 
servative, impartial study the new system, pointing out 
the principles and methods which really distinguish 
from all others. shown that the system has 
effect developed out the elaborate modern science 
child-psychology, based upon the work Wundt, Ger- 
many. 

essence the “Montessori method” system self- 
education for young children; education through the 
principle child liberty. “Toward single individuals, 
one one observed, education must direct says 
Dr. Montessori. her system the teacher, instead 
teaching and correcting, merely observes and directs. 
Hence she called the “directress.” Needless say, the 
personality the “directress” fundamntal importance. 
The Montessori method was first used extensively 


the so-called “Children’s Houses” (case dei bambini) 
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which form part attempt solve the housing prob- 
lem for the poor Rome. Mothers who out work 
the day leave their very young children behind 
the model tenements. Dr. Montessori was invited un- 
dertake the organization “infant schools” 
tenements, and was here that her methods had their 
first test with normal children. 

American educators who have investigated the work 
actual operation tell many interesting features, 
The children appear left entirely themselves, 
yet order the best sense prvails. large extent 
each pupil found engaged according his natural 
intrest. certain times there are games common. 
the game “silence” the children exert themselves 
see how absolutely quiet they can be. The result thus 
told Dr. Montessori’s own words: 

seems life gradually vanishes, and that the 
room becomes, little little, empty, there were 
longer any one it. Then begin hear the 
tick-tock the clock, and this sound seems grow 
intensity the silence becomes absolute. From without 
from the court which before seemed silent, there come 
varied noises—a bird chirps, child passes. The children 
sit fascinated that silence some conquest 
their own. ‘Here,’ says the directress, ‘here there 
longer any one; the children have all gone away.’” 

typical Montessori program consists informal con- 
versational periods; lessons with short rest intervals be- 
tween; games, both free and directed; simple gymnastics; 
clay modeling; collective singing; inspection 
sonal cleanliness, etc. Music, poetry, and dancing are used 
develop the child’s rhythmic sense. was found that 
after the children had learned dancing they 
stinctively the ugly jumping they had been the habit 
doing. Although Dr. Montessori borrowed many the 
ideas and exercises for her system from Froebel, she 
frankly admits, her method lacks the touch mysticism 
and the symbolic elements the kindergarten. The ma- 
terial used, much which was invented her, care- 
fully devised promote muscular co-ordination nad 
sense perception, the two directions functional growth 
young children. 

Several American educators have been 
ing the work the Montessori schools, and some at- 
tempts have already been made introduce the system 
into this country. likely that other attempts ‘will 
made the near future.

These wants 
are fair way met our Catholic educational 
reviews, but think right saying that every pastor 
feels that there should some special training the 
Seminary, that would enable the young priest enter the 
ministry with some general idea those educational con- 
ditions that form important factor our Catholic 
life; and grapple with the difficulties and problems that 
will confront him the educational world, the battle 
that certain fought out bitterly the near 
secure the religious education our children. 

Even without that specialization, the 
doubtless have such intelligent interest contemporary 
educational affairs will enable him supply his teach- 
ers with much information they would not otherwise 
able acquire; keep them abreast, not with the fads, 
but with the thought the times; acquiesce readily 
their modest requests for improved apparatus and equip- 
ment, proffer suggestions that will keep our children 
the healthy stream our country’s civic life. 

Few Practical Suggestions. 
May offer few practical suggestions this direc- 
perfectly aware all the dangers the public 
library.

But the children, matter fact, are using them, and 
will use them. They will use them with profit carefully 
directed. Who direct them? Naturally their teach- 
ers. But how the nun the brother, occupied with 
ceaseless round spiritual exercises, when not actually 
employed class preparation for class, know the 
merit the heavy output juvenile literature, the 
value all that offered supplementary reading? 
Could not the wise pastor, who knows perfectly well that 
our children need the same mental pabulum

ledge suitable books his teachers, that they 
might tell their children what read? When reflect 
the dreadful literature that was suggested un- 
happy mortals our youthful days, and when see the 
splendid opportunities offered the youth today, 
must confess that yearn for the apostle who will feel 
called upon this humble but helpful work among our 
religious teachers. Our public libraries are offering great 
opportunities our schools, but usually the narrow- 
ness some austere pastor that blocks the way; so, too, 
with our museums, art galleries, etc. not course 
know how throughout the country, except from such 
information glean from technical journals, but 
know that the great state New York, and especially 
the city New York, offer magnificent advantages that 
are not availed many instances, because either they 
are not known, because indifference, idiosyncra- 
cies the part those the parochial ministry. 
seems poor julgment neglect take everything can 
from the state, since our money largely paying for these 
advantages. Thus evening schools, industrial schools, 
vocational schools, and the hundred and one means bet- 
terment offered many our more enlightened munic- 
ipalities, could safely used our children after leav- 
ing our schools, pastors had sufficient interest inform 
themselves these things and impart their information 
their teachers and their children. would not 
amiss for our Catholic school boards disseminate in- 
formation this kind. 


Certain Hindrances Catholic Schools. 


Moreover, the pastor, upon whom, after all, the burden 
our education falls heaviest, since the man who 
has pay the bills, find the money so, create and 
support public interest them, may fairly question 
whether the authorities much they might help 
him, and his charges. There are many places disabili- 
ties placed upon the children our Catholic schools that 
should removed. some instances they are penalized; 
when, for example, higher passing mark required 
them than required the public school children, their 
constitutional rights are invaded. But who make the 
fight for them? Certainly not the pastor; but the 
pastor who has meet the complaint 
against the injustice done their children, and 
who has try keep his children his school, when 
knows better than they the injustice which they are 
subjected, and has look helpless while those who 
could make the fight remain inactive. The vigorous action 
recently taken Pennsylvania matter this kind 
shows what can done, but the same time emphasizes 
all the most strongly what not done. Note for example 
the curious educational conditions obtaining today New 
York city and state. The system regents’ examinations 
has many commendable features, but little little has 
become tyranny, and largely responsible for lack 
thoroughness teaching well scholarship cur- 
riculum that rapidly causing marked deterioration 
our educational system. But New York City, even 
though the children our Catholic high schools pass the 
regents’ tests, they are not admitted the city training 
schools without additional tests, that practically compel 
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them spend addiional year the public high schools. 
Where Parish Schools Should Save. 

Another just cause complaint the part the 
pastor this: commonplace trade, that the 
larger the quantities purchased, the more reasonable 
lower the prices paid.

And through all the range 
specialties, music, drawing, physical culture, etc. pay 
comparatively high prices for these specialties because 
lack comprehensive business methods, and also, 
afraid, because personal assertive influences. 
points defect organization that could, think, 
remedied, and doubtless will remedied, the organ- 
ization our diocesan school boards becomes more per- 
fect. While waiting for all these improvements, if, in- 
deed, they are such, the wise pastor will content rec- 
ognize his limitations and while keeping closely touch 
with his school, and appearing with sufficient fre- 
quency let his little friends know the prin- 
cipal and the teachers stands benevolent “deus 
machina,” will allow his teachers have exercise 
that real authority, which experience the classroom 
shows they require. 


HYGIENE AND SANITATION. 


Frederic Haskin. 

The work that has been done the past has demon- 
strated that the rallying ground for the cause public 
health the schools. Among the masses the people 
has been difficult induce the fathers and mothers 
accept the teachings modern sanitation. Always skep- 
tical about “new fangled notions,” they refuse believe 
germs. With the children has been found different. 
While measure influenced the mental attitude 
their homes, their minds are still open, and where hygiene 
has been taught properly and persistntly there has been 
marked results. 

There are more than 18,000,000 pupils enrolled the 
schools the country. teach them both precept 
and example there are more than 500,000 teachers. With 
these teachers captain the fight for the spread hy- 
gienic knowledge, proper campaign, has been esti- 
mated, will the most effective all the health agencies 
work. The main difficulty awaken the teachers 
themselves the importance the crusade. Gradually 
the teachers the urban schools are being equipped for 
this work, and there has been great progress the same 
direction the rural schools. More than half the school 
children the land already receiving fairly satisfactory 
hygienic instruction, although the majority those 
not get much training this kind they need. 

Someone has suggested that every city the coun- 
try there ought set aside one day each month when 
the children could taken through some bacteriological 
laboratory and there permitted see the germs some 
the diseases with their own eyes. The effect 
such program may gathered from the results the 
Rockefeller sanitary commission’s crusade against the 
hookworm. When that crusade began the people the 
south were incredulous any doubting Thomas could 


be. But when they saw with their own eyes, they said 
“seeing believing” and positive antagonism was trans- 
formed into warm co-operation. The sanitarians all 
Europe are now pointing out the magnificent results that 
may accomplished well rounded campaign edu- 
cation, evidenced this crusade against the hook- 
worm. 
Practical Hygiene Schools. 

Many schools, even the rural communities, are teach- 
ing their pupils practical hygiene very practical way. 
One teacher aroused the interest her children 
effort abolish the common drinking cup. They held 
little entertainment and raised enough money get 
sufficient number tin cups around. Each cup 
numbered, and each child has number correspond. 
When they got their drinking cups the next thing was 
inspect their water supply. was found that the spring 
from which the water came received the drainage hog- 
pen very wet times. The teacher also had chart made 
showing the various strata rock that vicinity, and 
thus showed that the water-bearing vein which supplied 
the spring sometimes received water that percolated from 
the vicinity dwelling. All the children entered into 
these little sanitary investigations with vim and gusto, 
and thus they had hygienic measures applied them the 
while they were learning their lessons practical hygiene. 

many cities teachers have made good use various 
government publications impressing upon the children 
the great value preventive medicine. The public health 
and marine hospital service some years since studied the 
milk question its relation the spread typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever and the like. shows how cases break out 
given milk routes while others are absolutely free 
from the epidemic. also shows how, when there 
case typhoid fever dairy farm, there nearly always 
follows epidemic the milk routes supplied it. 
When the children thus see the case brought right down 
their own cities and their own milk supplies, they get 
lesson that sticks. 

One hope engendered the work educating children 
preventive medicine that will make them more in- 
telligent voters when they begin take part municipal 
affairs. has been found that one the principal difficul- 
ties the way prosecuting sanitary measures many 
cities and towns arises from large percentage the 
population being home owners. For instance, 
towns, where the operatives own homes, they are seldom 
willing vote for the expenditure adequate sum 
money secure proper sanitary conditions. Where 
larger proportion the householders are tenants 
much easier secure the passage and enforcement 
proper sanitary measures. hoped that the education 
the children the importance and the economy 
adequate expenditures for sanitation purposes will remove 
this difficulty. 

Deaths Various Diseases. 

has been suggested that there ought placed 
every school series charts showing graphically the 
number deaths from various diseases various coun- 
tries, states and cities. This would show that have 
six times much typhoid Norway, five times much 
England. would show that since the doctors came 
know about the typhoid germ they have cut down the 
number cases half its former proportions, and that 
the same thing has happened with consumption and diph- 
theria. 

number elementary textbooks have been written 
upon the subject hygiene that would invaluable 
the cause they were widely used. One them 
particularly striking its maner treating the subject. 
The actual cost publication this little work, lots 
100,000, would scarcely more than cents copy. 
Yet 100,000 them put into the school libraries the 
country would probably make 1,000,000 converts the 
public health cause single year. 

The use moving pictures the instruction school 
children hygiene being resorted few schools, 
and the possibilities this kind instruction are unlim- 
ited. The National Associaton for the Study and Preven- 
ton Tuberculosis recently issued pamphlet giving 
list motion pictures dealing with health subiects.

cross, and the crucifixion; and the five glorious mysteries: 
the resurrection, the ascension, the descent the Holy 
Ghost, the Assumption the Blessed Virgin, and the 
crowning the Blessed Virgin Heaven. 

Any one these mysteries furnishes sufficient material 
occupy the mind man for hours. These mysteries 
contain the whole history the Redemption. The pray- 
ers and meditations the rosary satisfy the minds the 
humblest, while they are sufficient occupy the attention 
the most exalted and most cultivaed.

Religion Should Taught Pedagogically. 

submit, therefore, that the principles pedagogy, 
recognized other departments education, should 
folfowed the teaching Christian doctrine and that 
the matter instruction should correlated with the 
child’s previous thought and experience. Formerly the 
order procedure teaching was: 2—ideas, 
3—things. Today the order is: 1—things, 2—ideas, 
words. the psychological order definition comes last.

assimilated—made part ourselves—if ever be- 
come vital and function.

NECESSARY EXPLANATIONS CATECHISM. 


The teacher catechism should explain the doctrinal 
meaning words and expressions. There are many words, 
the mere sound which gives the child clue the 
meaning; as, Eucharist, Transsubstantiation, etc. Here 
again may leave the teacher the dictates his own 
judgment, telling him, the same time, estimate the 
intelligence the children the lowest prudent figure, 
and even distrust them much what they seem 
comprehend. natural for children deceive them- 
selves, both from ignorance the actual extent their 
knowledge, and also from unwillingness appear ig- 
norant what they imagine the teacher thinks they 
should know. Let this his rule: Explain the entire 
lesson with such clearness, that the children not only may 
understand it, but that they must understand it, and can- 
not remain ignorant what contains. 

Not content with this, should, has been said, ex- 
plain the particular doctrine treated the lesson; as, 
the doctrine the creation, the fall man, original sin, 
the Incarnation, the Redemption, the eternity rewards 
and punishments hereafter, etc. should especially 
careful explain whatever relates the everyday duties 
the Christian. The most important these are: Re- 
spect and obedience parents; avoiding the occasions 
sin; restraining the tongue, and the inclination anger; 
daily prayer; respect for the Church and for holy things; 
the Mass, and the obligation assisting devoutly 
Sundays and holy days; all that relates the sacraments 
Penance and the Holy word, what- 
ever known bear directly the conduct and duties 
the young, the particular circumstances which the 
children his class are placed. His duty not merely 
teach them know, but also fulfil, the obligations 
Children children the present, and give promise do- 
ing the future. Instructions this kind should not, 
however, given formality many lectures, but 
should made flow naturally out the explanations 
these subjects, when the children are engaged study- 
ing those parts the catechism that treat them. 

will longer appear strange the teacher that 
should have insisted strongly upon his studying the les- 
son before presenting himself the class; nor that 
should have requested him spend the entire time allotted 
the recitation with it. The necessity both will 


apparent him. 


Explanations Church Ceremonies.

with soil can see something the process studying 
the side cut made for railroad, any other 
vertical section soil. 

many parts the United States, notably the 
New England states, Virginia, Tennessee, Wisconsin, 
and the western states, there are rock formations which 
are exposed the surface and still weathering and 
disintegrating into soil. Some these rocks are the 
result gigantic upheaval; some them are de- 
posited there the receding glaciers. will not 
stop discuss the glaciers now, but just say that many 
thousand years ago the ice cap extended down from 
the poles much nearer the equator than now does.

iron stuck together with limestone. tho the mass 
firm and solid and compact, little moisture, es- 
pecially acid moisture, reaches it, the lime which 
holds the particles together will soon dissolve and 
the pieces will crumble. some very old grave 
and see how the old gravestones are disintegrating.

know the farmer sometimes plows under clover, corn 
stalks, and stubble enrich the ground. 

There are numbers plants, such lichens, moss 
ferns, firs, morning glories, mulleins, and others, which 
not require very great depth soil. these 
plants can obtain ever slight foothold the 
rock they will grow, and when they die, the decayed 
vegetation forms little more soil which some other 
plant grow. 

This vegetation also catches and holds particles 
dirt, which may blown upon it. this way 
more and more soil depth secured, until finally 
have soil deep enough furnish home for any 
kind vegetation which grows that climate.

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The Artist 

Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 
1802. very early showed deep love for animals and 
great skill sketching them. was the youngest son 
John Landseer, distinguished engraver, whose chil- 
dren inherited his artistic talent. There were the im- 
mediate family fewer than eight persons who attained 
more less distinction artists: John, his brother 
Henry, and six John’s children, whom Edwin be- 
came the most famous. John Landseer gave his gifted 
son his first lesson arawing, directing him man- 
ner that meant constant improvement the child’s work 
and encouragement his best. Some the pictures 
Edwin made between the age five and ten were 
good that his father kept them, and now after hundred 
years they may still seen the Kensington Museum, 
London. 

With two his brothers, the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the Royal 
Academy. this early age fourteen Edwin sent pic- 
tures several galleries. studied for while under 


the artist Haydon. picture his called “Dogs Fight- 
ing” (engraved his father) was painted when was 
sixteen, and “The Dogs St. Gothard Discovering 
Traveler the Snow,” also engraved his father, ap- 
peared two years later. The people London became 
interested his pictures, and immediately became 
the most noted painter animals. one else could 
paint dogs Landseer did, and his pictures were 
great demand. was elected Associate the 
Royal Academy the age twenty-four and received 
the rank Academician four years later. was ex- 
pressly invited Sir Walter Scott (as great lover 
dogs himself) visit Abbotsford, where. made 
himself very popular with Sir Walter and his wife 
sketching their dogs for them. There studied animals 
their native haunts, the deep forests, the wild 
mountain sides and the lakes and rushing streams. 
Thus acquired bolder and freer style his work 
and became fond deer subjects for his paintings. 
For fifty years Landseer’s paintings formed the chief 
treasure and attraction the Royal Academy exhibi- 
tions, and engravings from his works had such circu- 
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bright side, And this what says you and me:

house which there did not hang one his horses, 
dogs stags.

SUGAR 

keep the American sugar well filled 
small task, for lead the world the consumption 
sugar. While rule figures are not likely mean 
much, nevertheless, can form some idea the great- 
ness the sugar industry when remember that 
consume seventy-five pounds each year for every man, 
woman and child. (Since our population about 93,- 
000,000, how many pounds sugar consume?) 
first one might think that Great Britain out-did us, 
for her per capita consumption sugar ninety 
pounds; but must remember that England uses large 
quantities the making jams and jellies for export. 
can better appreciate our relish for sugar when 
are reminded that Germany and France consume only 
thirty-five pounds year per capita, while Russia 
and eastern Europe the consumption but fifteen 
pounds. 

The amount sugar consumed is, however, very 
rapidly increasing thruout the civilized world; fact, 
has increased seven fold sixty years. Even recently 
when our grandparents were children, they did not 
use much sugar do; and they could 
not afford to, for sugar was then twenty cents pound. 

How and where the sugar produced keep our 
national sugar bow! well filled, are questions shall 
try answer. The saccharine juices from which our 
sugar made come chiefly from two sources—either 
from sugar cane from sugar beet. 


CANE SUGAR 

Sugar cane belongs the family the grasses, and 
originally product the valley the Ganges. 
(Locate this Valley.) Later was introduced into 
Egypt the Arabs, and finally into Spain. The cane 
grows height from twelve twenty feet, from 
one three inches diameter, and closely resembles 
ordinary corn stalk. The saccharine juices are con- 
tained, not the leaves, but the spongy tissue the 
stalks, and more especially the lower ends the 
stalks. 

Sugar cane grown most successfully low, swampy 
regions, where the average temperature degrees 
Fahrenheit. (What the annual rainfall your own 
state? The average temperature? cannot grow above 
the thirty-seventh parallel. Trace this parallel. Where 
does cross North America? Europe?) our own 
United States Louisiana alone best fulfills all the con- 
ditions necessary for its growth. 

The planting field sugar cane very interest- 
ing since not raised from the seed one might 
expect. fact, the stalks themselves are laid furrows 


that are from five seven feet apart. Three rows of. 


stalks are laid parallel each furrow, and are carefully 
covered. From each joint the stalks shoots start, 
and soon appear above the ground. After eight months 
the cane reaches its full height, and flowers ten 
months. soon the flowers begin fade cutting 
should begin. From these same buried stalks the shoots 
will grow second and third year, and under favorable 
conditions will continue grow each year for long 
fifteen years. This process re-sprouting called 
rattooning, and when continued too long results 
falling off the crop. (Of what value the fact that 
the cane does not have planted each year?) 
Cutting usually begins October November. The 
stalks are cut near the ground possible. (Why?) 
After the leaves are removed, the stalks are drawn 
the mill which likely near the field. Here they 
are placed endless belt that feeds them auto- 
matically into rollers that look something like clothes 
wringers, except that they are very much larger After 


passing between these rollers the crushed stalks are 
carried another endless belt and fed into second 
set rollers, and on, until the modern mill they 
are passed thru six and even nine sets rollers. Each 
set rollers adjusted press out some the 
juice, until finally the stalks are dry that they are 
burned generate the steam that runs the rollers. 

The juice that flows from the rollers dark, green- 
ish yellow, and about fourteen per cent sugar. ad- 
dition the sugar contains small pieces cane, 
dirt particles, albumoid and salt, which must re- 
moved the manufacture sugar. The juice, fresh 
from the rollers, run into clarifying vats holding 
hundreds gallons each. Here first heated 130 
degrees Fahrenheit, then milk lime added, after 
which all heated the boiling point. thick scum 
containing most the impurities now forms, and 
skimmed off. The syrup then placed into vacuum 
pans where boils much lower temperature. (Why 
vacuum pan preferable?) These pans have small 
glass windows thru which the expert sugar boiler can de- 
tect, the appearance the syrup, the critical moment 
crystallization. this instant the temperature 
suddenly lowered and the crystals immediately form. 
Thru the aid centrifugal separators the crystallized 
sugar separated from the syrup. This crystallized 
sugar the brown sugar with which are familiar, 
and the syrup the very cheap black molasses from 
which rum made. (At this point increase the interest 
showing the pupils some brown sugar.) 


dissolving this brown sugar water and passing 
the solution thru several filters, especially charcoal, 
get the granulated and powdered sugar commerce. 
(Show the pupils samples each.) 

The mills for the manufacture brown sugar, which 
the “raw sugar” commerce, are usually located near 
the sugar plantations. The raw sugar then shipped 
extensive sugar refineries located large cities. The 
largest refineries the United States are located 
Brooklyn, New Orleans and San Francisco. 

the Old World cane sugar produced chiefly 
Java, the Philippines, Japan, China, India and Egypt. 
China and India produce most, but practically none 
their output enters the world’s markets. (Why?) (On 
outline map the world shade these countries.) 
The other sugar-producing countries are America, the 
West Indies, Hawaii, Guiana and Brazil. (On your map 
shade these areas also.) 

the cane sugar that enters into the world’s com- 
merce Java produces per cent, Cuba per cent, 
Hawaii per cent, Guiana and Brazil per cent, 
Louisiana per cent, and the rest the world per 
cent. 

Java the most densely populated land near the 
equator. usually the case the sugar plantations 
are the lowlands near the coast. The Dutch govern- 
ment, under the name the “Netherland Trading Co., 
owns many not most the plantations. The man- 
agers are government officials, and the work done 
the natives. (Why should the Dutch government rather 
than any other, this?) 

Cuba. leads the world the production cane sugar 
for the world’s commerce. She able this because

BEET SUGAR 

Since beet sugar now comprises fully three-fifths 
the world’s commercial sugar crop, merits careful 
consideration. The rapid development the beet-sugar 
industry one the accomplishments the last half 
century, for late 1853 six-sevenths all the sugar 
consumed was produced from cane. 

During the time Napoleon was war with England, 
the first serious attempt was made produce sugar 
from beets, and happened this manner: All the 
ports France were blockaded that the French could 
not secure sugar. This led Napoleon offer reward 
100,000 francs any one who would successfully 
produce sugar from beets. Immediately the French 
chemists undertook the task, but was left French 
chemist named Achard, who was refugee Berlin, 
devise method extracting the sugar from beets. The 
first attempts, however, were not commercially success- 
ful, and was not until 1840 that commercial sugar was 
produced from the beet. 

The sugar beet white variety the common beet, 
and grows wild the countries about the Mediterranean 
Sea. belongs the family biennials: this 
mean that two years are required for its flower and fruit. 
grows from seed, and during the first year simply 
drawn upon the second year when produces flowers 
and fruit. the end the first year man interferes 
and gathers this stored-up plant food for the produc- 
tion sugar. 

successfully grow the sugar beet must have 
loamy soil, rich potash; and should deeply plowed 
and well harrowed. Since the amount sugar depends, 
not much the size the beet the quality 
the juice, and this depends upon the richness 
the soil, highly desirable keep the soil properly 
fertilized. 

The beets are ready pull September October, 
when they should average sixteen inches length, and 
should weigh about one and one-half pounds each. 
the factory they are cut into thin chips which are thrown 
into hot water—the solvent power the water extract- 
ing most the juice. Later the remaining juice 
pressed from the chips. The process manufacturing 
sugar from beet juice very similar that employed 
the manufacture cane sugar, and will, therefore, not 
repeated. 

Germany produces one-third the world’s product 
beet-sugar. France, Russia, and Austria follow, each 
producing about one-sixth, while the United States pro- 
duces but one-thirteenth The sugar-beet the most 
important agricultural product Germany, amounting 
each year 1,800,000 tons; and since the German people 
are small consumers sugar they are able export 
more than one-half their crop. Silesia, the Rhine 


Valley, and the lowlands the Hartz Mountains, are 
the centers the industry. Most the work done 
Poles.

Beets are grown where population densest, hence 
near the market for the finished product. Cane sugar 
must taken long distances the market. 

Beets are produced regions where there 
abundance capital which favors the erection ex- 
cellent manufacturing plants.

But while the schools are teaching hygiene pre- 
cept, many them are teaching example. Improved 
schoolroom architecture, proper ventilation, physical exer- 
cise, and dustless floors are some the things that are 
getting more common every year. Medical inspection 
perhaps the most forward step all the direction 
better school hygiene. not only aims cure specific 
cases ill health among school children, but combin- 
ing instruction with treatment, check the spread 
the troubles that may arise from school work, and which 
prevent children from making the most the time 

Medical Inspection Schools. 

The first American city attempt medical inspection, 
according the Russell Sage foundation, was Boston, 
1894, although Philadelphia claims date its efforts 
inspection back far 1890. Over 1,000 doctors are now 
engaged medical inspection work the public schools 
the country, while some 500 nurses helping. Some 
cities have dentists inspect regularly the mouths 
the school children. the cities investigated the 
Sage foundation nearly half them use damp cloths for 
dusting their school, and about one-tenth the schools 
are equipped with vacuum cleaners. Nearly all city schools 
are now teaching their children eharmul effects in- 
toxicants and tobacco, while two-thirds them are act- 
ively instructing their pupils concerning tuberculosis. Over 
half the schools covered the investigation teach the 
principles first aid the injured. 

One the remarkable facts about the teaching pro- 
fession, one may take the statistics Michigan rep- 
resentative, the widespread prevalence tuberculosis 
among teachers. shown that during period four 
years there were more than twice many deaths among 
teachers given age among other people. While 
more than one-fourth all the deaths teachers during 
these years was caused tuberculosis, less than one-tenth 
all deaths occurring Michigan were caused that 
disease. This large death rate from tuberculosis among 
Michigan teachers attributed part poor schoolroom 
sanitation, and there movement foot have only 
tuberculosis-free teachers appointed and then give them 
such sanitary surroundings will save them from taking 
their lives their hands when entering the schoolroom. 


SECOND-HAND SCHOOL BOOK EVIL. 

Wisconsin has set the pace for systematic and con- 
tinuous warfare contagious diseases. The work the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Association has attracted nation-wide 
notice. The deadly common drinking cup and the filthy 
common towel have received their just deserts. not 
time that propaganda instituted against another great 
conveyer contagious disease—the dirty school book? 

has been proved many times that filthy school books 
have been responsible certain localities for periodic 
recurrence epidemics contagious diseases. book 
one the most obstinate carriers. Medical authorities 
agree that book cannot effectively disinfected. 
impracticable separately fumigate each leaf, and yet 
nothing short this safe. book use school 
where there not individual ownership handled the 
average dozen different children. bad enough 
where children have access only their own books 
those the members their family; but promiscuous 
use the danger increased the almost universal habit 
children moistening their fingers turning the 
leaves and thus introducing the diseas germs directly into 
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the mouth. Undoubtedly the apparently inexplainable ap- 
pearance epidemic scarlet fever diphtheria 
among school children could traceable very frequently 
germ-laden books. 

With all the recent agitation resulting much legisla- 
tion prevent the spread contagious diseases 
natural that attention now being directed many states 
the question eliminating modifying the danger 
resulting from the use second-hand textbooks. one 
state least (Maine) prohibitive legislation has been 
enacted. 

Toronto the medical authorities, after searching 
inquiry, decided that the situation was grave and the 
dangers imminent that there was but one way treat 
filthy books, and ordered them burned. 

free textbook territory easy problem, for the 
books are all owned the board and they can confine 
the purchase new books and destroy the old books 
whenever their judgment they have become too much 
soiled usable further where they have been used 
children who have been exposed contagious diseases, 
even though they have themselves shown signs hav- 
diseased. This they should compelled law 
do. 

non-free textbook territory, where the books are 
purchased the pupils, the question not easily 
solved, for the same books are bound handed down 
from child child the same family, and not easy 
prevent the sale and circulation second-hand books 
locally through the dealers, although this traffic could 
surrounded safeguards minimize possible danger. 
The real danger comes from the second-hand books that 
are imported dealers, purchased from second-hand job- 
bers the large cities and them purchased wherever 
they are obtainable, regardless the condition the 
books the surroundings. germs are flourish and 
contagious diseases are spread, here apparently 
their splendid opportunity. 

would seem that law preventing the importation 
into any community second-hand books might ex- 
pected have the hearty support every parent and 
every voter who has all heart the the 
state. movement this kind once properly started 
sure create the same wide-spread interest which has 
developed the case other relics unsanitary age 
fast disappearing. There are few patrons the schools 
who would not regard criminal the clothing 
scarlet fever diphtheria patient were passed along 
other children; yet practically the same thing done 
whenever children are compelled allowed use books 
which may reeking with disease. would seem that 
the present appropriate time commence cam- 
paign that will insure clean books for the children 
Wisconsin. (The Crusader).

Two the oldest and most widely 
known religious teachers the mid- 
dle west passed their eternal re- 
ward since our last issue: Rev. Mother 
Ernesta, the Notre Dame Order, 
Milwaukee province, and Ven. Sister 
Borromeo, D., St. Clara’s 
Convent, Sinsinawa, Wis. Both had 
labored the neighborhood half 
century, doing heroic work the 
cause Catholic education, and leav- 
ing their impress upon the characters 
thousands young people who 
came under their guidance during 
these many years. 

Rev. Mother Ernesta, retired com- 
missary general the Order No- 
tre Dame, who three years ago cele- 
brated the golden jubilee her en- 
trance into the order, died apoplexy 
the Milwaukee mother house No- 
tre Dame convent, Sept. 21. Mother 
Ernesta passed her eightieth birthday 
last July. She had been quite feeble 
for several years and retired from act- 
ive work about six years ago. 

Born Germany, 
Mother Ernesta was brought Amer- 
ica her mother when very young. 
She spent the entire fifty-three years 
her religious life the Milwaukee 
convent. She became 
perior and commissary general, the 
highest office the order, 1893, 
and served until 1900.

Thomas Shahan, 
rector the Catholic University, de- 
livered address “The Church 
Charity”; Thomas Mulry New 
York “The Government Char- 
ity,” and Kenkel St. Louis, 
“Charity and Culture.” 

Adequate laws and their enforce- 
ment for the guardianship and protec- 
tion children were urged Leo- 
nora Meder, Chicago, member 
the Catholic Woman’s League. She 
urged the prevention street ped- 
dling night children, state sup- 
port children whose natural protec- 
tors have been imprisoned, and greater 
protection girl immigrants. 

Miss Mary Shinnick, probation 
officer Cincinnati, said better 
for the state support the families 
and keep the mothers and children to- 


gether than place the children 
charitable institutions. She urged that 
the widowed mothers pensioned 
the state. Patrick probation 
officer Brooklyn, said parochial 
schools the Catholic Church should 
educate girls regarding the responsi- 
bilities motherhood.

International Eucharistic Congress.

Some 5,000 churchmen, from cardinals 
priests, were attendance from 
points outside Austria. the closing 
procession were about 80,000 Catho- 
lics. More than 50,000 were peasants 
from all parts Austria-Hungary. 
These wore their picturesque national 
gala dresses and were headed local 
dignitaries. The interesting 
groups were the Tyrolese, who carried 
old war flags dating from the war for 
liberty, conspicuous among which was 
Andreas Hofer’s flag, and the men 
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from Zilferthal, who had enormous 
wooden cross, which was borne 
twelve peasants. 

There were 15,000 clergy the pro- 
cession, including nine cardinals and 
250 bishops. Cardinal Van Rossum, 
the Papal Legate; Cardinal the 
Archbishop Vienna, and Cardinal 
Bourne Westminster rode mag- 
nificent carriage, which they knelt, 
holding gold monstrance containing 
the Host. The monstrance was set 
with diamonds and rubies. The car- 
riage was accompanied priests 
swinging censors. 

The next state equipage, drawn 
eight splendid white horses, contained 
Emperor Francis Joseph and Grand 
Duke Franz Ferdinand, the heir the 
throne, both bareheaded. 
Thirty archdukes and archduchesses 
occupied twelve state coaches, each 
drawn six white horses. The rear 
the procession was formed the 
imperial bodyguards their gorgeous 
uniforms. The procession passed along 
the Ringstrasse without break for 
nearly five hours.

This ruling 
will permit the government fulfill 
its obligations, the President says, 
the teachers who were taken into the 
government service religious 
schools were taken over bodily gov- 
ernment institutions. 

The President’s ruling the final 
step controversy that has engaged 
the interior department with religious 
bodies more than year. Commis- 
sioner Valentine’s order would have 
prohibited any teachers from wearing 
religious garb the Indian schools 
after the end the last school year. 

President Taft’s order and letter 
from Secretary Fisher Mr. Valen- 
tine, which accompanies it, lay stress 
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the fact that Commissioner Valen- 
tine issued his ruling without consult- 
ing the secretary the President, 
and while the entire subject was under 
Mr. Fisher’s revocation 
the order now made final. 

Secretary Fisher’s formal letter says 
the government had long left the edu- 
cation the Indians religious mis- 
and that when finally be- 
gan systematic handling the edu- 
cational problem took over many 
the religious schools and brought their 
teachers into the government classi- 
fied service.

Father Gerard, J., Says Theory Has Gained General 
Acceptance. Does Not Conflict With Religion. 

was the Ist July, 1858, meeting the 
Linnaean society, that the essential principles the 
Darwinian system were publicly exhibited, essay 
jointly contributed Mr. Darwin and Mr. Wallace, 
who had arrived independently similar conclusions. 

Phrases used the authors exhibit their more 
essential principles summary form have become classi- 
cal.

The Old Theory. 

was expected that many the older school 
Naturalists would set against doctrine which con- 
tradicted beliefs they had long held sacred, and threat- 
ened sweep away all landmarks the field they had 
spent their lives exploring. There was, particular, 
obstinate belief the absolute fixity species, the 
paramount importance attached which, the eyes 
all parties, now not easy comprehend.
